jects of the laid States General, after the twenty ſirth day of this inſtant Aug uſt, in 
the Bzittiſh and Nozth Seas; Akter the twenty fourth day of September next 
enſuing, from the mouth of the Channel, to the Cape St. Vincent; After the twenty 
ſecondday of October nextenſuing,on the other ſide ofthe ſa id Cape, to the Equinoc- 
tial Line, aſwell in the Ocean and Mediterranean Sea, as elſewhere; Andlaſtly, 
After the fourteenth day of April, one thouſand ſix hundꝛed and Cixty eight, on the 
other lide of the afozeſatd Line, thꝛoughout the whole Woꝛld, without any erceptton 
02 diſtinction of time oꝛ place, oꝛ without any fozm of Pꝛoceſs; (hall immediatly 
and without damage, be reſtozed to the Owners, accoꝛding to the ſaid Treaty. 
Andhereof Hig M ajcſty willeth and commandeth all His Subjects to take notice, 
and to confozm themſelves thereunto. Given at Our Court at hie bal, the 


twenty fourth day of Lagef, one thouſand fix hundred and ſixty ſeven, and of Our Reign 
the nineteenth year.
